it is for a field of barley , a straigh t 
eucaly ptus treo, vines and roses clam­ 
bering over th e h ouses, 
th o lustrous 
foliage of th e orange groves starred 
with globes of gold 
Th is is paradise. 
And th e climace? Perpetual summer 
(h ut daily rising in price). 
Th ere is no 
doubt of th is wh en you reach th e Ban 
Gabriel Valley, Pasadena, and Los 
Angeles. 
Avenues of eucalyptus, pep­ 
per, and orange trees, two, th ree, four 
rows of th em, seven and eigh t miles long; 
vast plumed fields of oranges; th e vine 
stubs in th e grape plantations begin­ 
ning to bud; barley fodder (th o substi­ 
tute for h ay) well up th o verdant; pal­ 
mettos and oth er semi-tropical plants, 
and all th e flowers, and sh rubs, and 
vines, gay, rampant, vigorous, ever- 
blooming, in doorvards, gardens, over­ 
running trees and h ouses—surely it is 
Bummer. 
Th ere is snow sprinkled on

you pass into th e sh ade, you still need 
your winter cloth ing, and if you drive, 
or ride in th e grip-ears over th e steep 
h ills, you require a winter overcoat. 
Th e nigh t temperature 
th rough out 
California is invariably in great con- 
trasfc to th at in th e day time; nearly 
overAh ere tire is necessary at nigh t 
th o iffiur round, and agreeable nearly 
all th o year, even in South ern Cali­ 
fornia. 
I doubt if it is ever pleasant to 
lit out-of-doors or on th e piazzas at 


i aigh t, th ough it may be in th e h otter 


mo nths, in the so uthern po rtio n.

Ev ery thing o n a dinner table o nght 
to be the bo st o f its kind pro curable— 
linen, plate, glass, and all else. 
So 
much time has to be spent at table 
that co arse and untidy o rnament is bet­ 
ter than no ne. 
One gets v ery tired o f 
sitting o ppo site a shabby flo wer, a bit 
o f v elv eteen, a cro o ked array o f hetero ­ 
geneo us v ases! Bo rne mo dern tables, 
centered with a fine piece o f o ld 
marquetry o f 
embro idery are v ery 
pleasing. 
So me peo ple, 
in rev o lt 
against o ld-fashio ned precisio n swathe 
all the lamps and dishes with art-silks 
—so me cast meandering 
muslin in 
mo re o r less awkward twists in and o ut 
o f the dessert dishes—so me scatter 
dried leav es and red apples. 
These 
simple dev ises ma y be pretty , as a po t 
o r a fabric may be picturesque ho wev er 
cheap. 
But it is no t pretty because 
cheap, o r dear, either, fo r the matter 
o f that. 
It is less the materials used 
than the way in which we use them 
which co nstitutes a success, and it is 
no t ev ery bo dy who can so drape a ta­ 
ble as to make it lo o k “ artistic,” and 
no t merely untidy . 
It is a mistake to 
driv e an idea to death, and I think the 
tide sets in the directio n o f untidiness 
just no w. 
Cheap lace drapes the lamp, 
cheap silks ev ery thing else, false art 
sqnirms and attitudinises in the elec­ 
tro epergnes, ev en the silv er is mo re 
massiv e than go o d, and a co arse table­ 
clo th o ften underlies fine Wo rcester 
plates. 
All this is as it sho uld no t be. 
Better a simple dish o f apples than a 
pretentio us epergne. 
When art is ad­ 
mitted it sho uld be perfect o f its kind, 
do wn to the table-clo th, and a definite 
scheme sho uld be carried o ut 
Giv en 
a certain embro idery , the to y s and o r­ 
namental dishes sho uld o bey the lines 
o f its design. 
Ev ery detail demands a 
7'a iso n d 'etre. 
The blank Bahara o f 
table clo th o ffers a fair field to a go o d 
design, like a wall o r a do o r; at an 
Episco pal palace recently I saw so me 
v ery graceful o nes. 
The table was 
dressed with small pieces o f fern laid 
in elabo rate pattern, and do tted at in­ 
terv als with blo sso ms, ev ery day 
different co lo r. This is no t a new idea, 
and all depends o n the neatness and 
precisio n o f the arrangement; but the 
designs are so pretty , the curv es so 
firm, and the cro ssings so ex act, that a 
really artistic effect was inv ariably pro ­ 
duced.—Ma g a zin e o f Art. 


The Isthmus o f Panama« 
Th e Isth mus of Panama is a strange, 
remarkable territory , a land still com­ 
paratively unknown, th ough for more 
th an th ree centuries it h as been one ol 
th e world’s bustling h igh ways.

Th e sovereign 
State of Panama, wh ose connection 
with th e Republic of Columbia is an 
extremely loose one, numbers, it is 
true, as mauy brown as black citizens 
—about 100,000 of each —but th e In­ 
dians livo away from th o h igh -road of 
commerce, in th o almost inaccessible 
interior, and even th o 50,000 creoles, 
Yankees, and oth er wh ite or partially 
wh ite inh abitants, wh o represent th o 
intelligence and enterprise of th e coun­ 
try , are almost oversh adowed by th e 
negro race. 
How could it bo oth er­ 
wise, since, in th is climate, th e wh ite 
man must almost always bo a transient 
guest, and can never live, or at least 
work, permanently from generation to 
generation? Th e Spanish creole di­ 
rects politics, th o North American or 
European foreigner manages commerce 
and public works, but th o fact is unde­ 
niable, th at unless new mixed races 
grow up, wh o possess greater powers 
of endurance, th e more menial kinds of 
labor will ever remain in th o h ands of 
th o moro vigorous negra 
And, since 
th e sanguino, careless creatures, wh en 
not forced by necessity to work, aro 
incorrigibly lazy, wo find in th is coun­ 
try, wh ich migh t produce an abundance 
of th e finest food, th e strange state of 
affairs th at all th o necessities of lilo 
must be imported, th at wages for th e 
most trivial work are extravagantly 
h igh , and consequently th o cost of liv­ 
ing is greater th an any wh ere else in 
America, or perh aps th o wh ole world. 
With th e exception of a few plantations 
of banana trees, th ere is no attempt at 
agriculture, th e entire r.giou back 
from th e coast is a wooded, almost un­ 
inh abited wilderness, divided into dif- 
ferent portions by h ills and mountains 
of moderate h eigh t overgrown by im­ 
penetrable forests.

his tru nk a fu riou s b low at the fu tu re 
grammarian, which the latter with 
great diflScu lty av oided. 
Ho acq u ired a b eau tifu l hou se on the 
Hu dson, a few miles from the city , and 
was look ing forward to a fu tu re o f 
happy ease, close to his friends, freed 
from b u siness anx ieties, and fu rnished 
with occu pation and amu sement b y hie 
fu n, his garden, and his b oat. 
Su ch 
reams, howev er, he was nev er per­ 
mitted to realize. 
His health b egan to 
decline and his limb s to lose their 
power. 
’The air at his riv erside “para­ 
dise" did not agree with b im ; medical 
springs and cou ntry resorts prov ed 
eq u ally inefficaciou s, and finally his 
doctors declared that his b est prospect 
of health lay in a residence in England, 
recommending the air of York shire 
as the moat su itab le to his constitu ­ 
tion.

and Bt. Pau l to Bicheliou , Osesar, Bor­ 
gia and Dr. Doddridge, 
This he pu b ­ 
lished anony mou sly and distrib u ted it 
gratu itou sly among b is neighb ors; b u t 
the b ook thu s modestly introdu ced b e­ 
came v ery popu lar, and ev entu ally ran 
throu gh eightoen editions. 
For his grammar, ab ridgement, ex ­ 
ercises and k ey he ob tained T800; 
for his reader, introdu ction and seq u el, 
T7 5 0; for his French b ook s, £ 7 00, and for 
h is spelling-b ook and primer. £ 5 00. Ho 
at one time contemplated a k ind of ex ­ 
pu rgated edition of the poets; b u t, hap­ 
pily , perhaps, for his repu tation, nev er 
attempted to carry it into effeci 
His 
means b eing su fficient for his simple 
mode of life, and hav ing no family , he 
dev oted all his literary income to char­ 
itab le and b enev olent ob jects.

sk etch in a series of letters, which com­ 
prise tb e history of his life down to 
1801), and this forms the b asis of the 
v olu me of memoirs pu b lished after his 
death.—Jll (h e Yea r Ho u n d , 
Heu , Harney ’s Dignity , 
Tb d following story is told of Qen.

on the pension bills in favor of Mrs. Gen. 
Logan and Mrs. Gen. Blair in the hou se Fri­ 
day was extended and spirited, the principal 
speech being made in 
favor 
of 
them 
by 
Bou rke Cochran, 
of 
New York. 
The dis­ 
cu ssion was opened by 
Galiinger, who made a 
short 
and 
forcible 
speech in favor of the 
Logan bill, and W ar­ 
ren of Missou ri fol­ 
lowed in ft tou ching 
tribu te to both Logan 
and Blair, dwelling at 
length u pon the record 
of the latter. 
Tarsney was the first 
to oppose the bills. He 
produ ced statistics to 
show that the Dem- 
, oeratie p arty was not 
opposed, as alleged, to 
the granting of pen­ 
sions, bu t was opposed to granting a jxmsion 
to the widow of a man who died, not in the 
m ilitary service, bu t in the field of political 
and civil life. 
Until the eu ses of the 500,000 
applicants for pensions pending before the 
dep art m e nt—eases of private soldicis—aro 
considered, ho cou ld not vote foi a bill to 
pension an officer whose record was u s mu ch 
th a t of a statesman and politician as soldier. 
Hatch of Missou ri said there wore widows 
o f other brave ami gallant officers who re­ 
ceived a jk nsion of only $•><) a m onth, and hi 
saw no reason why the widows of (.tens. Lo 
gan and Blair shou ld be taken ou t of that 
class and their pensions raised to £ « ,000 
year, w hen the average income of the people 
of Missou ri, who wou ld pay a portion of it, 
was less than one half th at su m. 
Matson of Indiana said that the 
p assage of 
these hiIfs m* 
* * the injmediate <*stai.*!i■¡hmeiit 
of an fij'isfc*icracic class in this cou ntry. 
If 
these shou ld become laws it wou ld not he oni 
year u ntil all the widows of general ofticots 
wou ld u *:-£ t** 1 /o 
lit 1 no frcini** 
Therefore, ho was opposed to thorn, becau se 
bo knew that the pensions wou ld not go rou nd 
a t that su m. 
A t the rate of $2,000 a year to 
the widows of general officers the money 
wou ld not go rou nd, limitless as it was su p­ 
posed to he by some gentlemen. W hat reason 
was there for giving these good w » men more 
than the widow s of Cu n by, and Meade, and 
Phil Kearney, and Btanmirdi The gentle­ 
men who voted for these bills voted in direct 
violation of the principle of c*pu d rights 
to all. 
Cochran of New Y ork said that the op­ 
ponents of the two pending measu res had 
concede» 1 generou sly and fairly tho distin­ 
gu ished services of Generals Logan 
and 
Blair. 
Bu t on© objection had been u rged, 
and th at was that legislation of this charac­ 
ter w ar legislation in favor of a class. 
If 
there wen* fou ndation for this objection ho 
conceded that it wou ld be decisive of the 
fate of th so measu res. Bu t it seemed to him to 
b© a fallacy that was self-evident. It was said 
th a t th is legislation was in favor of a class 
when it was avowedly bu sed u pon too illu s­ 
triou s services of individu als. 
I la s legisla­ 
tion was devised for a set of individu als 
based on some reason extraneou s from their 
own m erits; bu t legislation which recognized 
individu al services was legislation directly 
opposed to that which was u su ally denomin­ 
a te d class legislation. 
When the illu striou s 
services of these two men had been conceded, 
when the character of the deeds they wrou ght 
had be« » * confessed, the argu m ent was su p- 
*!ied w hich impoHsl u pon the hou se the du ty 
of providing for those whom they left help 


It has been said also th at the widows and 
orphans of private soldiers were not properly 
p r o vid e d for. 
I f th at were tru e it was an 
argu ment for increasing their pensions, bu t 
it was no argu m ent against the enactm ent oL 
m e a s u r e s of this character. When gentlemen 
reflected u pon the pecu liar character of the 
services reu dviv 1 by the lender* of the Union

cou ld tell what wou ld hove been the fate of 
general otlleers of the Union! W ho cou ld 
tell how* passion, fanned by years of re­ 
sista nc e might have doomed them to ou tlaw­ 
ry, to exclu sion from all political privileges. 
Oates of Alabama inqu ired w hat w arrant 
the gentleman hail for that statement. 
Cochran replied that he was only assu ming 
a hypothetical case— placing l» efore the hou se 
what might be the ou tcome of any civil 
strife. 
He was far from wiving that gentle 
men who sat here and w ho had borne arms 
in the Confederate service,or that the Confed­ 
eracy itself, w ou ld ever actu ally have done 
what he had portrayed as the possible resu lt 
of any civ il war. 
iie had merely been re 
ferring to the risk which every soldier took 
If 
c o ngre s s 
c » tablishcd a ru le 
th at the 
widows of men like Logan and Blair were 
not to 1».• considered the wards of the nation 
it wou ld discou rage the display of patriotic 
devotion if an occasion shou ld anaiu arise 
when the cou ntry needed brave soldiers, 
skillfu l officers and u ndou bted patriots.

It was decided that only thd fast-mail train 
should be taken out. 
There were present at the meeting beside 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul employ es many 
members of the three brotherhoods from the 
Burlington, Pan-Handle, Lake Shore and 
Fort Way ne roads. 
The attendance was 
v ery large, and not less than TOO gathered in 
the hall. 
C h icag o , M arch 31.—The railway situation 
here now is one of ex pectancy . 
All the 
roads are on the qui v iv e for strikes in pur­ 
suance of th e apparent determination of the 
switchmen to force a “ boy cott” against the 
Burlington, and v ery little or no Burlington 
freight is being handled by any other road. 
The St. Paul is tied up here and all along the 
line there is a feeling oppression, y et the 
y ards here are doing a large amount of busi­ 
ness and the strike would not be noticed by a 
nov ice in railroading. 
The passenger serv ice 
is going ahead as usual. 
Two or three cowardly outrages were per­ 
petrated against the Burlington engineers 
Friday , and the v ictims came off with bruises 
and gashes made by coupling pins, but no ar­ 
rests were made. 
The ¡St. Paul switchmen 
remained out, and matters in that strike were 
stationary , the officials not being ready to 
take measures to replace the strikers. The 
situation of tension is ex tremely aggrav ating 
to shippers. 
The “Q” people say they will 
not giv e the fight up if ev ery body on the 
road strikes hut the 
general passenger 
agent; that they hav e a right to fun their 
road with any men they choose to employ 
and that it is a strange thing that hi a free 
country there should be any q uestion about 
it. 
They charge that their building at Au­ 
rora was set on fire by the strikers to burn 
out their engineers, who were q uartered in 
the building 
because it is not safe for the 
men to g<> out in town—another comment on 
the freedom that 
obtains just now in the 
United States. 
The fact is that the companies are afraid 
to take Burlington freight because they fear 
a strike, and in the St. Paul case beeanse they 
fear a riot. 
All the “Q” trains that pass 
through y ards manned by the union switch­ 
men are guarded by special police, but there 
are not enough of them to prev ent the throw­ 
ing of coupling pins and the uncoupling of 
ears. The “Q” road has enough new switch­ 
men to more than replace those who 
struck, 
and Is ready to resume business, but is pre­ 
v ented by the facts stated abov e. Ov er 100 
new men came in Thursday night,and Friday 
morning the Briggs house, where they had 
been q uartered, w as the scene of a little breeze 
when the strikers went there to talk to the 
new men. The talk wax ed so warm that a 
fight was imminent and pistols were drawn, 
but the strikers were finally thrown out. The 
police are on duty in forco at ex posed points, 
the specials hav e been largely increased in 
number, and the new engineers and switch­ 
men hav e been around. 
Unless the St. Paul strikers go back short­ 
ly a general strike on the St. Paul sy stem 
will result, and the boy cott has Already ex ­ 
tended to that road, pending the adjustment 
of the matter. 
The engineers who run from 
here to Sav annah liv e, for the most part, in 
Chicago, and they left their engines in the 
round-house Friday morning, and came home 
on passenger trains.

Be­ 
sides these there are two beau tifu l 
ironze statu es of German soldiers, ono 
on each side of the cabinet; three 
glasses and two elegant silv er v ases, 
with handsome bou qu ets of artificial 
wild fiowers and ostrich plu mes; fou r 
lolished blocks, oach bearing a beau ti­ 
fu lly colored glass ball, and two su p­ 
porting bu sts of small children; two 
odd-looking horns, prettily painted, and 
decorated with silken cords and tas­ 
sels, and many other minor articles. 
The cabinet and its contents wore 
placed in their present position by Mr. 
Hu ghes,who took this pecu liar method 
of show* his respect for his deceased 
wife. 
Ho has ex pressed a wish to hav e 
a similar cabinet au d collection placed 
u pon his own grav e after his death.

CATCHING THB GREAT TAKPOJf. 


▲ florid» Sportsman 
Tells Something 
About the Enormous Fish. 
[Jacksonville (Fla.) News-HeraidJ 
As a vaulter the tarpon is unequalled, 
and his aerial feats must be seen to be 
appreciated. 
On one occasion 
my 
friend G. and a companion were row­ 
ing through Salt River (a tributary of 
the Homosassa) in a sixteen-foot White­ 
hall boat. 
A tarpon was sunning him 
self in the grass, and, being disturbed, 
made for deep water. 
Finding the 
water shallow, and the boat in the way , 
he endeavored to clear it at an angle. 
The head of the fish came into contact 
wit the side of G. ’s companion, which 
deflected him from his course, and he 
passed under one of the boat r*ats. 
A 
pock et-k nife was used “to settle his 
hash,” but it would not penetrate the 
ivory -lik e armor of the fish. 
Oars were 
used to dispatch the prisoner, but it 
was found that if he were interfered 
with the boat would suffer from the 
vigorous blows of his head and tail. 
G. seated himself in the stern and his 
companion in the bow, and for the time 
the fish was awarded the post of honor 
unmolested. 
When peace was declared 
the gentlemen resumed their oars, but 
the one who deflected the silver k ing in 
his course found that he could not 
“paddle his own canoe,” for several of 
his ribs were fractured. 
G. rowed the 
boat to Jones’ Landing, on the Homo­ 
sassa, and the tarpon was weighed, 
tipping the scales at 153 pounds. 
The 
above statement is not in the least ex­ 
aggerated. 
Among other instances cited, one jn 
which the Captain of the Water Lily 
suffered is remark able. 
The Captain 
was seated on a chair in the center of the 
forward deck with his back to the pilot 
house on the steamer while en route 
from Jack sonville to Mavport 
As the 
boat was passing St. John’s bluff a frisk y 
tarpon leaped from the water, cleared 
the guards, and landed in the Captain’s 
lap. 
The Captain was k nock ed over 
by the shock , but the briny vaulter was 
secured, weighing sixty -eight pounds. 
The capture of a tarpon with 
a hook 
and line is a difficult undertak ing. 
Every summer many are hook ed, but 
few are landed. 
“I have had on many 
occasions,” 
writes 
Hr. 
Ken worthy , 
“these fish seize my bait and run with 
lightning-lik e rapidity for twenty or a 
hundred y ards, then leap into the air 
and shak e their heads, lik e a terrier 
shak ing a rat, and expel the bait. 
The 
colored gentry have learned by experi­ 
ence never to interfere with a tarpon 
while in his play ful moods, for one of 
their number, while fishing in Trout 
Creek a few y ears ago, had the sink er 
thrown at his head by a frisk y member 
of the family . 
The fish had tak en the 
bait and rushed off only a few rods, 
when he vaulted into the air and threw 
the bait, sink er, and all clear into the 
boat, strik ing the man on his head. 
He never attem pted the experim ent 
again. 
The able writer continues in this 
strain to give his experiences, and 
finally gives a complete description of a 
barbarous and unsportsman-lik e rig for 
the capture of this noble fish. 
He uses 
piano wire, and mak es three joint.- 
six inches long and three or four incite* 
in length. 
He solders the joints, tins* 
them to prevent rust, and attaches n 
brass swivel two and a half inches in 
length. 
Two hook s are soldered ii 
each link , and two lines of hook s ar< 
presented when completed. 
Plenty ol 
fine copper wire is used in wrapping 
the hook s and link s together, and with 
solder the union is perfect. 
The bait 
used is a m ullet cut from head to tail. 
Each link is attached to the bait by fin< 
twine, and an attractive bait is offered 
with hook s partially concealed and an 
invisible snood. 
This tack ling pos­ 
sesses great strength, for shark s nine 
feet in length have been captured with 
the rig.

Shall a Hector Inform on a Criminal? 
A circular has recently been issue 
by Pink erton’s 
National 
Detective 
Agency ask ing each phy sician who re 
ceives a copy to give information to 
the agency in case a suspicious person 
should come to him for treatment of a 
gunshot wound of the jaw. 
It seems 
that on the morning of Friday , Sept. 
30, 1887, burglars entered the residence 
of the cashier of the Farmers’ Bank ot 
Newcastle, Del., where the bank is also 
located, and attempted to overpower 
the cashier and family . A tight ensued, 
and the cashier shot and w ounded one 
of the burglars. 
The bail is supposed 
to have entered the mouth of one ol 
the burglars, shattering the jawbone, 
and carry ing away with it a portion of 
the bone—-a piece of which has been 
found in the blood which came from 
tho wound, and experts pronounce it 
a part of tho jaw bone. 
The detective agency w ishes the co­ 
operation of medical rami in securing 
the apprehension of the criminal, rind 
we hope they may have it. 
As a rule, phy sicians should relig­ 
iously guard the secrets of their pa­ 
tients, ami especially when to reveal 
them would expose tho patients to 
shame or punishment. 
But this rule 
cannot be strained so as to apply to 
the case of a murderous fugitive from 
justice. 
A man who break s into the 
house of a k eeper of other people’s 
money s, and mak es an attempt upon 
his life in order to complete a felony , 
is an outlaw, and whatever pity any 
man or any Ph y sician might feel toward 
him should be counteracted bv tho pity 
he feels for every law-abiding citizen.

Info rm atio n fo r Co in Co llecto rs. 
For the inform ation of num ism atists, 
collectors of coins, coin dealers, etc., Di- 
rector of the U nited States Mint Kim ball 
has prepared a circular giving definitions 
of technical term s used in m int regula­ 
tions, and other useful explanations of 
coinage m atters. 
A coin is said to 1*6 
“ proof” w hen it is specially struck by 
hand press, instead of steam press, from 
a polished planchet, and a “ proof set" is 
a com plete set of proofs of current coins. 
A “ pattern piece” is an early specimen 
of p ro o f from a newly adopted coinage 
die or dies. 
An impression in soft m etal 
to test an experim ental die is called a 
“ trial piece." 
W hen a piece is struck from regular 
dies on exp* rim ental m etal or alloy , or 
from exi>erimental dies w ith experim en­ 
tal legends, devices or designs, it is de­ 
nom inated 
an 
“ experim ental 
piece. 
Trial and experim ental pieces, struck for 
m int purjioseN only , will not be issued, 
circulated 
o r s#ld.

In the U nited States are at » out seventy 
institutions designed for tin* reform ation 
of voung offenders. 
Their inm ates num ­ 
ber m ore than 5),000 boy s and g ii' •*. 
Ibe 
causes of com m itm ent em brace nearly 
every offense, from petty larceny to man- 
slaughter. 
The m eans of am endm ent 
employ ed include not only the removal 
of the offender from the opportunity of 
indulging his crim inal tastes, but also the 
teaching of some trade, instruction in the 
elem entary branches of knowledge, and 
endeavor to form an upright character. 
Concerning the success of the reform 
school in tin* reform ation of those in­ 
trusted to it, there is room for tw o con­ 
trary opinions. 
In an exam ination of 
the convicts of the prisons of New York, 
w hich was ordered by the Prison associa­ 
tion of the state in 18 7 5, it was found 
th at of the inm ates of the Sing Sing i>oni- 
tentiary , 22.8 1 jwr cent, had lx*en “ re­ 
fuge” Ijoys. As the usual m unlier of the 
inm ates of the reform atories of New York 
exceeds 8 ,000, it is plain that the large 
proportion of them do not become in­ 
m ates of prisorfa w ithin the state. 
As to the reform s accomplished, esti­ 
m ates vary from 00 ja*r cent, to 7 5. Hut 
in these percentage's are included m any 
children who w ithout being vicious, but 
exposed and homeless, are received into 
houses of refuge. 
The proportion, there­ 
fore, of those who have served in reform 
schools who are afterw ard convicted of 
crim es is small, not exceeding 8 0 or 
40 
per cent. 
Vet statistics indicate that the 
influence of these schools in impressing 
evil haláis ujHui a certain class of their 
l)oy s is exceedingly strong. 
Of th e 22.*31 
percent, of the Sing Sing convicts ex­ 
am ined who had l>ecn in these schools, 
08 i*er cent.—-fifty -one out of fifty -tw o— 
were habitual crim inals. 
Some light is 
throw n ujxm the m ethods by which the 
reform school helps to fix the habit of 
crim inality by the follow ing conversation 
between a convict at Sing Sing and an 
exam iner: 
‘ Please, sir, m ay I ask y ou a ques 
tion?” asks the convict. 
“ Certainly,” is the examiner's reply. 
“ Why do they send boy s to 
the ho use 
of refuge?” 
“ I supjiose it is to teach them to be bet­ 
ter boy s.” 
“ T hat's a great m istake, for they get 
w orse.” 
“ How sho uld that b#?” 
“ 1 w ouldn't 1 m* here only I was sent to 
the refuge.” 
“ W hat did y ou learn there that should 
have caused y ou to l>o sent here?” 
“ I d id n't know how to pick j» ockets 
before I w ent, and I d id n't know no 
fences; th at's w here y ou sell w hat y ou 
steal, y ou know .” 
“ W hat else Hid y ou learn in the way 
of thieving?” 
“ I learned how to put up a job in 
burglary .” 
A nother inm ate—who at the age of 7 
stole fruit, and 
was sent to a reform 
school a t Albany fo r nine m onths; 
at 8 , 
was found 
guilty o f petit larceny , and 
sent to the house o f refuge; at 12, was 
com m itted to a juvenile asylum, and es­ 
caped three times in fo ur days; and three 
o ther times U*fo rc reaching his majo rity 
w as sentenced to refo rmato ries, and who 
between the ages o f 21 and 41 had been 
co mmitted to priso n no less than ten 
times—remarked to the examiner:
